Facing a rebuilding job for 
the 1960 61 basketball team, 
head coach Floyd Burdette 
and assistant coach Vincent 
Vaughn came through with 
one of UTMB’s better teams 
in the history of the school. 

Losing nine players from 
last year’s squad t h e pros 
pects looked anything but 
bright. This season nine new 
players were added to the six 
returnees. Transfers included 
Norman Gher and Jim Swope, 
from the University of Hous¬ 
ton; J. B. Brown, from Land- 
sey-Wilson, the 4th ranked jr. 
college in the nation; Bob 
Hauser, from Freed-Harde 
man; and Dolph Larimer and 
Bob Fry, from Murray State. 

There were three freshmen 
on the squad, Larry Powers 
from Melbar, Ky., Jerry Rawls 
from Palmersville and Carl 
Gatewaad from Martin. 

| UTMB’s cagers started the 
season in fine fashion. Their 
record stood at 6 wins and 2 
losses a t Christmas time. 
They won games from Arkan¬ 
sas College, Harding, Freed 
Hardeman, Austin Peay while 
losing to the Missouri School 
of Mines, and Harding. 

At this point the Vols seem- 
to go into a slump. Jim Swope 
and Bob Dawe were out for 
several weeks due to illnes¬ 
ses. The Vols lost to Delta 
State, Union, Belmont and 
Florence State in January’ 


UTMB ranked fourth in the 
National Association of Inter¬ 
collegiate Athletics’ District 
27 according to won-lost rec¬ 
ords. 

This year the Vols played 
two former champions of the 
VSAC. They drew Lincoln 
Memorial University, the 1959 
champs, in the first round 
Winning by a score of 79-76. 
their quarter final opponent 
was the defending champions, 
Austin Peay. APSC had been 
beaten only once in confer 
ence play during the season. 
That loss had been to UTMB. 
The Vols played the Govs 
down to the wire and lost a 
close, hard fought game. 

There were many unforget- 
able moments during the 
1960-61 season. Foremost — 
the 73-72 victory over Austin 
Peay which broke their home 
court string of victories at 28;
